Catholic-Anglican agreement reached 


CANTERBURY, England (NC) — A major 
step towards the unity of Catholics and 
Anglicans has been announced. A joint in- 
ternationa] Catholic-Anglican commission 
reports unanimous agreement on the fun- 
damental meaning of the priesthood. 

It also referred to the ‘‘substantial agreement 
on the doctrine of the Eucharist,”’ reached by the 
commission in 1971. 


SET UP BY Pope Paul VI and the Archbishop 
of Canterbury, Michael Ramsey, ‘‘to prepare the 
way for organic unity,” the commission began 
work in 1970. 

“The commission is convinced,”’ it said, ‘‘that 
its new statement on the doctrine of the ministry, 
if approved and studied in connection with the 


Eucharistic agreement, will have the deepest 
importance on the future of relations between 
the two Churches.” - 

Disagreement on the two issues of ministry 
and Eucharist ‘‘obscured a large area of com- 
mon belief” in the past and ‘‘made it impossible 
for Catholics to recognize Anglican orders,” said 
the communique. Anglican orders were 


declared null and void by Pope Leo XIII in 1896. 


REPORTING ON the new agreement, the 
commission said it studied ‘“‘the role of the or- 
dained ministry within the life of the Christian 
community, its priestly nature, ordination and 
apostolic succession.”” The discussion ‘‘took 
seriously the obligation of the Christian ministry 
throughout the whole world.” 


Majority around world favors death penalty

Since the U.S. Supreme Court ruled capital 
punishment as ‘‘cruel and unjust” nearly 15 
months ago, more than a dozen states have 
passed bills restoring the death penalty. 

Now California has joined ‘their number, 
naming 11 classes of murder which make the 
death penalty mandatory. 


THE SUPREME COURT?’S 5-to-4 ruling> of 
June 29, 1972, though hailed by proponents of. 
abolition, left the door open a crack. The result is 
seen in legislation in this and at least 14 other 
States restoring capital punishment. Similar 
bills have been filed in more than half the state 
legislatures. 

In the world at large, for every United Nations 
member committed to abolition, there are three 
member nations in favor of retaining it. 


According to the survey, a majority of people 
favor capital punishment and governments are 
inclined to maintain or restore the supreme 
penalty. 

LAST MARCH, President Nixon, in a speech 
scornful of ‘‘softheaded judges” and ‘“‘per- 
missive philosophy,” called on Congress to 
restore the death penalty for certain federal 
crimes. 

Gov. Reagan, in supporting capital punish- 
ment, said “the cause of justice has been 
strengthened” by the new law. 

The Church’s view of capital punishment was 
expressed in L’Osservatore Romano in 1971 
when Archbishop Ferdinando Lambruschini said 
the Church could not take a stand for or against 
the death penalty. ‘Such a pronouncement 
would have to derive directly from Holy 
Scripture. But in Scripture you find two parallel 
series of texts, one in favor and one against.”

It is not listed as an ‘‘historic’’ site and 
visitors to San Diego’s Old Town tend to 
ignore the four-story white stucco building 
at 2610 San Diego Ave. 


It has had no big part in the history of the 
City of San Diego, but has served the Church 
of San Diego for nearly 70 years — and at 
two widely separate locations. 


THE OLD HOUSE — awaiting a new 


_ hame — has been a priests’ rectory, minor 


seminary, “home away. from home’ for 
World War II servicemen and families, 
settlement house and nursery’ for needy 
children, religious education center, con- 
vent, and later a residence and office for 
several religious congregations. 


It has again welcomed new residents — 
six sisters of the Community of the Holy 
Spirit. There are 22 CHS sisters in the 
diocese working in social service, education, 
communications, counseling and other 
programs. — 


“The condition of the building was good 
and clean,’’ says Sister Mary Prose, former 
general coordinator of the community. ‘“‘But 
the plumbing needed attention. We also had 
old bathtubs removed and replaced with 
showers.” 


THE BUILDING became vacant in April 
when the Sisters of the Reparation of the 
Sacred Wounds of Jesus left. It was then 
St. Mary’s House of Studies, but will be 
renamed by the present residents, accord- 
ing to Sister Gail Lambers, new general 
coordinator of the CHS. 


Both Sisters Mary and Gail have offices in 
the new home for their work with the 
Diocesan Synod. 


On the corner of San Diego Ave., the 
building is across Twigg street from the 
Immaculate Conception church and ad- 
jacent to Casa Altamirano, first plant of the 
San Diego Union. Both parish and news- 
paper started in 1868. 


THE RELIGIOUS house also forms the 
backdrop for the Peace Memorial of the 
Sacred Heart dedicated in 1969 by the then 
Auxiliary Bishop John R. Quinn. 


Long before the house was moved in 
October, 1940, it was a rectory at 346 Beech 


St., for priests of St. Joseph’s church, 
founded 1874. The rectory was built between 
1907-12 when Father Bernard Smyth was 
pastor. He followed the famed missionary 
to the Indians, Father Antonio Ubach, 
pastor from 1874-1907. 


When San Diego became a diocese in 1936, 
Bishop Charles F. Buddy enlarged the 
church into the diocesan cathedral — and 
the rectory, next door, had to go — or be 
moved. 


ON OCT. 4, 1940, The Southern Cross 
reported that ‘‘last week the old cathedral 
rectory on Beech St:, which for almost half a 
century housed the priests of St. Joseph’s ' 
church, was moved to Old Town.” 


History buffs recall the move took three or 
four days. Many overhead phone and 
electric wires were cut to make way for the 
three-story clap-board structure, which, on 
its new foundation, tilted and became 
flooded. 


It was not, therefore, until November, 1941, 
that Father Harry Mitchell, rector of St. 
Francis Seminary, was able to start classes. 


' He was rector there until December, 1944, 


when the seminary was moved to El Cajon. 


DURING WwW II the building was used by 
the National Catholic Community Services 
as a USO club for service personnel and 
families. : 


When Mother Hill and other Religious of 
the Sacred Heart came from San Francisco 
to start their College for Women at Alcala 
Park, they stayed at the Old Town home 
until 1952. 


Then came the Benedictine Sisters from 
Clyde, Mo., headed by Mother Cecilia, who 
eventually went to the present Convent of 
Perpetual Adoration on Paducah Dr. They 
were responsible for installing elevators in 
the building. 


THEY WERE FOLLOWED by the Sisters 
of Reparation and now the Holy Spirit 
community which moved from another 
historic center in. Santee, known as El 
Rancho Mariano. It was started by Msgr. 
Franklin Hurd in 1954-55, operated as a. 
ranch, with seminarian help, to support St. 
Francis seminary in E] Cajon. 

The Santee house is expected to be 
maintained by the diocese for special 
retreats and other religious functions.

Those papal pronouncements 


-Within a few weeks, Pope Paul will return to Rome 
from his summer residence at Castelgandolfo. The 
heat of Rome, like the heat of Washington, D.-C., 
drives Popes and presidents to seek cooler climes, 
while tourists take over their cities. 

But the Pope has not ceased his exhausting round of 
public audiences and the long speeches which usually 
accompany them. This summer they have ranged 
from the use of. Latin to erotic movies, from 
charismatic movements to conscience. 

His comments on the use of Latin in the Mass caused 
some consternation among liturgists and others at 
first because it looked as though he was calling for a 
return to Latin in the Mass. The reference came at the 
end of a list of ‘‘ten commandments” for prayer and 
liturgy during a Castelgandolfo address. 

After remarking that singing is a ‘‘problem — but 
don’t lose heart, it is not insoluble,” he said that many 
people were asking that ‘‘Latin Gregorian chant be 
preserved in all countries for the Gloria, Credo, 
Sanctus and Agnus Dei.”’ And he added, “May God 
will that it be thus.”

Consternation and correction 


For a few days this aroused widespread con- 


sternation. A spokesman for the Congregation for - 


Divine Worship hastily denied that it should be in- 
terpreted as a reimposition of Latin in any part of the 
Mass. He recalled, however, that Latin remains ‘‘the 
official language of the liturgy according to the Second 
Vatican Council.” 

The Pope was no doubt expressing what is probably 
his own heartfelt wish, accustomed as he is to the 


. finest Gregorian chant in Latin. He must yearn for it 


occasionally. But perhaps he did not realize how 
quickly his words could be misconstrued. Latin to an 
Italian is close to mother tongue, but presents great 
difficulty for those who speak Urdu or Swahili — or 
even English. 


That Danish film 


At Castelgandolfo meeting with pilgrims a couple of 
weeks ago the Pope denounced the Danish film called 
““The Loves of Jesus Christ.’ ‘‘We cannot conceal our 
personal pain in this ignoble and blasphemous insult,” 
he said, defending the‘‘supreme object of our faith 
and love.” 

Unfortunately, film promoters have become so 
blatant in the pursuit for publicity that his words may 
produce an effect opposite to that intended. Obviously 
Pope Paul felt constrained to comment since “‘Christ 
is made the butt of sacrilegious and filthy falsehood.”’ 
However, in the world as it is today, this may inad- 


vertently have given an added fillip to the promotion 
of the movie. 

Will our local authorities have the courage to ban 
this movie from our screens? Or will they fear the 
wrath of those who support the right to such 
“freedom?” The wrath of Catholics when moral or 
religious rights are impugned carries so little weight 
these days that it is constantly ignored with impunity. 
Without the dedicated and vigorous action and 
backing of the people of the Church, the Pope’s protest 
may stand alone and disregarded. 


Charismatic versus institutional 


‘At another audience Pope Paul cautioned against 
separating the ‘‘charismatic’”’ Church.and the “‘in- 
stitutional”’ Church. ‘‘Different kinds of Churches do 
not exist,’ he told the audience of thousands. ‘‘There 
exists only one,” upon which Jesus sent the Holy 
Spirit. 

He lamented certain ‘‘negative consequences that 
derive from the superficial reference which many 
would today give to a so-called charismatic Church 
over the traditional institutional Church.”’ He went on 
to refer to ‘‘disobedience and pluralism that exceeds 
its legitimate limits.” 

The Pope’s words could be understood as adverse 
comment on the Charismatic Renewal Movement. 
Apparently it was not so. Bishop Joseph McKinney, 
who represents the movement at the U.S. bishops’ 
conference, told me when he was here for the weekend 
conference recently, that ‘‘the word ‘charismatic’ 
means something to the Pope quite different from the 
way we use it here.”’ 

In fact it seems the 75-year-old pontiff was referring 
to certain breakaway communities which have sprung 
up in Italy, among whose members are Dom Giovanni 
Franzoni, who recently resigned his post as abbot of 
the Benedictine community at the Basilica of St. Paul- 
Outside-the-Walls. 


No gimmicks at Mass? 


I was visiting another parish: The homily was good. 
The priest related how he had participated in a most 
impressive liturgy during a visit to another city. 
‘‘There were no gimmicks, but just a wonderful sense 
of close community feeling among all concerned at 
Mass,”’ he said. : 

The homilist then continued with his own Mass, 
celebrating in fine liturgical style — also without 
gimmicks. Except for one thing. He was using a 
microphone attached to his chasuble which worked 
without wires through the main church sound system. 
It wasn’t working too well, and periodically the 
celebrant looked as though he had troubles of the 
canine variety as he searched inside the chasuble to 
find the offending little box. 

How often our celebration of the Word and the 
Eucharist is marred by indifferent sound systems. In 
a day and age when communication with men on the 
moon is loud and clear we should do.better.

Since the Church is very much ‘‘in 
the world”’ today, it is hardly likely that 
even its most Paulist stronghold should 
escape unscathed the onslaught of 
women’s liberation. 


WITH WOMEN invading the lec- 
terns, kicking the habit, and breaching 
the sanctuary, no self-respecting, 
traditional male churchman can feel 
secure. 

Most recent foray into erstwhile 
masculine territory has been launched 
by the diocesan newspaper in Albany, 
N.Y. which has suggested a committee 
of women be appointed by the bishops 
of the United States, to study the use of 
masculine terms in the Mass. 

The old understanding of the 
masculine forms of words as_ en- 
compassing the feminine as well is 
apparently no longer valid.

Pro-life groups set for long fight 


WASHINGTON, D.C. (NC) 
— Seven months after the 
U.S. Supreme Court abortion 
decision, the right-to-life 
movement is regrouping and 
preparing for a long and 
difficult struggle. 

Abortion statutes were 
declared unconstitutional in 
many states following the 
Jan. 22 decision, often 
leaving those states without 
any effective abortion 
statutes. This situation 
usually permits abortions 
even during the last three 
months of pregnancy a 


period which the Supreme 
Court said states could 
regulate. 


However, groups around 
the nation are backing 
proposed constitutional 
amendments which would 
either give states the right to 
regulate abortions, or would 
prohibit abortions 
nationally. 


Other pro-life groups are 
limiting their efforts towards 
having restrictive state laws 
enacted with as many 
restrictions in the last six

Regulations in many 
proposed state laws and in 
recently enacted statutes 
provide that only physicians 
be allowed to perform 
abortions, that abortions be 
allowed only in hospitals or 
medical clinics, that medical 
personnel be required to 
attempt to save the life of a 
live-born fetus, that both 
parents give consent to 
abortions and that ex- 
periments of aborted fetuses 
be forbidden. 

Many states also forbid 
abortions in the last three 
months of pregnancy, except 
to save the mother’s life. 

One type of bill which 
seems to gain quick approval 
in most states is the con- 
science bill or conscience 
clause. It provides that no 
person or institution be 
required to participate in an 
abortion. 

Other states have tacit 
agreements that Catholic 
hospitals will not be required 
to perform abortions.

Question: 

In our parish, the priests use different 
kinds of chalices. I thought that the 
gold-plated chalice was the only type 
that could be used. 

The General Instruction and the New 
Order of the Mass, effective in the 
United States as of March 22, 1970, 
gives these directives: . 

1. “Vessels should be made from 
solid materials which are considered 
suitable in each region. Materials 


which do not break or deteriorate 


easily are preferable. 

2. ‘‘Chalices and other vessels which 
are intended to hold the blood of the 
Lord should have a cup of a non- 
absorbent material. 

3.‘‘The artist may give a form to the 
vessels which is in keeping with the 
culture of the area and their purpose in 
the liturgy.” eer 

In the Diocese of San Diego, it is 
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required that the chalice have the 
shape of a true cup, that in case of 
doubt the design be submitted to the 
liturgical commission and that ‘‘the 
rites in the liturgical books should be 
used to bless or consecrate sacred 
vessels.”” The ordinary minister of 
consecration is the Bishop who, if he 
chooses, may delegate this to another 
priest. : 


Question: 
What is the origin of the Rosary beads 
(not the pious devotions)? 

The saying of repetitive prayers with 
the use of beads has long been common 
to Buddhism and Islam, and a sculp- 
ture of ancient Nineveh depicts two 
women with rosaries in their hands. 
Until the middle of the 12th century, 
when the first part of the ‘‘Hail Mary”’ 
came into Christian devotion, the 
rosary consisted of the ‘‘Our Father.” 


The lay brothers of Cluny in the 10th 
century counted them on knots made 
on a string. Such prayers became 
common in every part of Europe, aided 
by pebbles, berries or threaded discs of 
bone. 

Nowhere do we find the rosary 
associated with St. Dominic (d. 1221) 
until the latter part of the 15th century 
when a Dominican, Alan de Rupe, not 
only promulgated the devotion but 
stated that the saint had either in- 
stituted or revived it. The same could 
be said of the seven-decade ‘‘Fran- 
ciscan Crown” — St. Francis did not 
originate it; the Crown came into 
existence several centuries after his 
death. 

But that is not important. What is 
important is that the rosary has been a 
universal devotion in the Latin or 
Western Church. Perchance we might 
do well in these days to return to it.

Is the Church making good use of radio and TV? 


No, says Catholic 


communications leader

NEW YORK (NC) — Satellites, cable TV and 
cassettes will revolutionize electronic jour- 
nalism in the near future, and ‘‘the Church 
should be right in on all of them,”’ says.a Scottish 
Franciscan priest who heads a _ worldwide 
Catholic communications organization. 

Father Agnellus 
Andrew, OFM, 
president of the In- 
ternational Catholic 
Association for Radio 


sees a vast potential for 
the Christian mission in 
the broadcast media. 

In a visual age, he 
observed, churchmen 
must keep abreast not 
only of technical developments but be avail- 
able to networks. 


A FRIENDLY, round-faced man with a bright 
smile, glasses, and a tendency to pace back and 
forth when he wishes to make a point, Father 
Agnellus is widely known in Britain both as a 
director at the British Broadcasting. Corp. for 
two decades, a commentator who covered the 
election of two Popes and the funeral of one, and

a professional who teaches churchmen how to_ 


project to TV audiences. 

He maintains Church communications 
agencies — sometimes maligned by clergy 
whose vision goes no further than the walls of the 
local parish — have a major role to play in the 
20th century. But he said they’re caught ina vise. 

Many priests and church leaders think that the 
best religious program is a church service or a 
panel of clerics discussing some profound 
subject. These programs, scorned in TV circles 
as “‘interfaith follies” or ‘‘talking heads”’ turn off 
audiences, he said. They are simply not creative. 


BUT HE ADDED that networks are also un- 
willing to invest money and talent in religious 
programs to the same extent as they do in other 
areas. 

‘““My own view is that if TV put into religious 
broadcasts the same effort, creative minds, 
money and favorable placing, these programs 
would be capable of competing with all 
programs except, possibly light entertainment,” 
Father Agnellus said. 

How far should the Church go as ‘‘consultant”’ 
in religious broadcasting. ‘‘Total availability,” 
-he replied, ‘‘without attempting too much to be a 
pressure group.” 

Speaking of negative influences of television, 
Father Agnellus observed that ‘“‘where damage 
is done is not the so-called ‘bad’ program but the 
unspoken assumptions that lie behind many 
programs and commercials. 


“BY THIS I MEAN that the concept of the good 
life is presented in terms of sheer worldliness 
— glamor, luxury, free love and excessive em- 
phasis on the glib. In commercials you see it 
when a pretty girl is linked up to a new car.”

No, says broadcaster 


in San Bernardino

Every evening, a substantial majority of the 
American populace seats itself before a thick- 
faced cathode ray tube and remains plastered 
there for the duration of their nighttime ac- 
tivities, a spectator to the myriad of images that 
present themselves. I: refer, of course, to 
television. 

As a Catholic broadcaster, I have been eagerly 
awaiting the recognition of importance of 


- broadcast media by our spiritual leaders and the 


consequences of that recognition. I have been 
severely disappointed. 


TO DATE, I CAN find relatively little use of TV 


or radio by the Catholic Church, nationally or 
locally. This electronic wilderness of disap- 


- pointment has only been interrupted during 


periods of momentary relief, obtained by 
viewing.a program like Insight, produced by the 
Paulist Fathers at CBS in Los Angeles, or by 
auditioning a film wonderfully executed by 
Franciscan Communications. ..Love makes all 
things new again. 

And granted, in various parts of the country 
(Los Angeles, San Francisco, El Paso, New York 
and Chicago) television is utilized as an in-school 
instructional medium. Between those few 
refreshing wellsprings of film and _ tape 


_ production, there lies barren desert. 


At present, access to broadcast TV is available 
if you know where to look, whom to contact and 
are willing to provide a bit of financial backing 
and talent. I’m sure we have that capability. The 
Paulists and Franciscans seem to have done it. 


’ CABLE TELEVISION (CATV) has often been 
viewed as existing only in its primitive stage. As 
I communicate with friends who work in the 


cable TV industry, that illusion is getting ready 
to pop. 

CATV is rapidly approaching maturity in a 
very silent-but-deadly fashion. Look how far 
broadcast TV came in 10 years! 

Now would be an excellent time to mount the 
CATV bandwagon before production costs begin 
a sharp upward rise and available cable chan- 
nels become glutted with other concerns and 
before the Federal Communications Com- 
mission, known as Uncle Charlie by broad- 
casters, begins to set down some heavy do’s and 
don’t’s for cablecasters as well. 


EVEN LOOKING AT our own diocese, I have 
been wondering why the talents of Dr. H. Giles 
Schmid have not been utilized in the TV field. 
Presently heading the diocesan educational 
system, Dr. Schmid recently authored an ex- 
cellent study on the use of TV for instructional 
purposes in Catholic dioceses. 

Here in San Bernardino, for several years I 
have observed the efforts of a cable TV group 
known as Concilium Productions, headed by 
former. CBS employee Father George Byrne. 
The efforts of that group, as far as I can ascer- 
tain, went generally unrecognized, save by local 
faithful and clergy. 

I was surprised to learn the other day, that 
Father Byrne has been assigned to a parish 
outside of this area, and I greatly fear the 
collapse of the Concilium enterprise. (Father 
Byrne’s program has been taken over by Father

The Catholic Church has often been perceived 
by non-Catholic broadcasters as ‘‘anti-this,”” and 
‘“‘anti-that.”’ I can’t help but think of the phrase 
used at the beginning of the Christophers TV 
program, “It is better to light one candle than to 
curse the darkness.”’ 


WITH CRIES OF ‘‘Keep Maude off the air,” 
still ringing in my ears, I would suggest that 
instead of screaming what shouldn’t be on TV, 
the Catholic Church make efforts to place on 
those God-given electronic waves what belongs 
there. (See latest Synod article, page 8, on 
communications.)

Labor can either 
practice what it preaches 
about racial justice, or gain 
the black community’s 
hatred, he added. 

Noting that most of the 
very poor are black and 
Spanish-speaking, Msgr. 
Higgins said unions must not 
only obey laws that are 
against discrimination but 
make up for lost time ‘by 
going well beyond the 
technical and even moral 
requirements of the law.’

Pope calls for world agency 
to protect international law 


CASTELGANDOLFO, Ita- 
ly (NC) — International 
law in modern times 
remains ‘‘vulnerable and 
precarious,’ according to 
Pope Paul VI because it 
Jacks a universal public 
authority “‘like the authority 
which guarantees’ the 
common good of every 
‘state.”’ 

The Pope said that is why 


his predecessor,- Pope John ~ 


XXIII ‘“‘called for the con- 
stitution of a public authority 
of universal competence”’ in 
his 1963 encyclical on peace, 
Pacem in Terris. 


POPE PAUL said that the 
creation of such a universal 
public authority is ‘‘a 
delicate undertaking which 
seems to exceed today’s 


immediate perspectives and 
concrete possibilities.” 

Yet it remains ‘‘an ideal to 
be pursued,” the Pope de- 
clared. 

He was speaking to a 
group of about 160 par- 
ticipants in a meeting of the 
Institute of International 
-Law for the centenary of its 
foundation. 


“WE ARE THINKING of 
all you have done for the 
protection of the common 
patrimony of the seas, and 
today of space,”’ the Pope 
said. 

‘‘You have a hard job. On 
the one hand, you must 
anchor yourselves to ° the 
basic rights of persons and to 
the common good that 


guarantees those rights, to 


that ideal of justice which 
responds to the juridical 
conscience of a_ civilized 
world. For us, that ideal 
rests on a natural law in- 
spirited by the creator... 


“At the same time, you 
must be realists, and in a 
sense even pragmatists. The 
principles must be able 
henceforth to find, in the 
world such as it is, an ap- 
plication both complete and 
efficacious and _ hence 
referable to different 
juridical systems. These 
principles must be able to 
obtain if possible the consent 
of states, although the 
obligatory force of the rules 
of law has by itself a vigor 
which cannot depend on 
states.”

$15.2 million in 


parents’ tax credit 


ST. PAUL, Minn. (NC) — 
Minnesota’s tax-credit law, 
already challenged in the 
courts, has paid out $15.2 
million to parents in its first 
two years. 

The figure is $6 million 
below original estimates. 
Some reasons, according to 
Robert Burke, research 
director for the Minnesota 
Catholic Conference, include 
decreases in school 
enrollment, unfamiliarity 
with the law and fewer 
claims than anticipated.

could receive maximum tax 
credits of $50, $100 and $140 
for kindergarten, elemen- 
tary and secondary school 
students.
